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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Allowance of 
claims 1-8 is indicated because none of the prior art of record teaches a steam cooker 
with a tray-shaped case in a ceiling of a heating chamber therein, the tray shaped case 
having a recessed part with a sidewall provided with a steam supply port and a heater 
provided in the recessed part to receive steam from a steam generating device via the 
steam supply port, and a plurality of steam outlets for supplying steam heated by the 
heater into the heating chamber provided in sidewalls of the recessed part that adjoin the 
sidewall provided with the steam supply port and on the opposite side of the steam supply 
port.
